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Kg. bluner 

IS AT HEAD 
OF THE CITY 

Mavt)r John O. Blumer sat at th« 
head ot the council table in the city 
hull Iu 8 t evening. He hail been elected 
at the Hpeclul meeting on Monday eve¬ 
ning to fill the vacancy created by the 
reHlgnutlon of Mr. Jonea, and also to 
the chairmanship. 

Mr. Hluiner accepted the position re¬ 
luctantly and only after the most In¬ 
sistent and persistent urging »>y the 
other trustees and by many citizens. 
There was a strong feeling that he 
was (luulifled to act with the board In 
determining policies of the city's newly 
acquired water department us perhaps 
no other man a:ould do. 

Addressing the board following his 
appointment Mr. Hlumer said that he 
deslreil to have it placed on record 
that he had agreed to accept the posi¬ 
tion of city trustee with great reluct¬ 
ance and against his own Judgment so 
far us personal considerations were 
concerned: that he had gratuitously 
served the public In various capacities 
alinost continuously during the past 
forty years, and now felt that he hud 
reached an age when he might reas¬ 
onably claim to be excused from fur¬ 
ther service. As. however, his accept¬ 
ance for a few months of the position 
of city trustee had been urgently 
pressed upon him by the present mem¬ 
bers of the board, as well us by friends 
and fellow citizens, he felt that under 
the circumstances, to persist In his re¬ 
fusal would be ungracious, he therefore 
hud reluctantly agreed to serve on the 
distinct understanding that the ar¬ 
rangement was only temporary. 

Sewage in Canyon 

Ur. R. H. Mackerras, health officer 
and chairman of the board of health, 
appeared before the trustees to ask 
for a conference between the two 
boards and the property owners In 
Sierra Madre Canyon Park. Serious 
questions involved in the sewage dis¬ 
posal of that tract demand Immediate 
attention and the conference was set 
for Wednesday evening of next week. 
Ur, Mackerras reported on the confer¬ 
ence held yesterday afternoon In the 
canyon by the board of health, the 
property owners and Messrs. Collins 
and Mann who promoted the tract. 

When the canyon tract was subdivid¬ 
ed Mr. Collins announced that they 
would install a sewer system, requir¬ 
ing all property owners to connect 
with the mains which would be laid In 
the streets. .Many bought with that 
expectation and It Is said some of the 
contracts of sale make such provision. 

So far no sewer system has been In¬ 
stalled. Most of the lot owners have 
connected with the old Carter's Camp 
cesspool system and a few have In¬ 
stalled cesspools of their own. The 
hoard of health objected to the Instal¬ 
lation of cesspools on the canyon on 
account of the danger of polluting the 
water sources from which the city 
wells lower down In the wash draw 
their supply during the pumping sea¬ 
son. 

Mr. Collins apparently does not wish 
to Install a sewer system at his own 
expense, saying there is no need to do 
so until the city of Sierra .Madre has 
a complete system. He takes refuge 
behind the city ordinance requiring 
a cesspool for every dwelling house on 
the lot occupied by the dwelling. He 
has managed to persuade a number of 
the canyon property owners that they 
will be liable to prosecution If they do 
not comply with that ordinance. 

The position taken by the board of 
health is that the canyon property Is 
water bearing land, presenting a spe¬ 
cial condition not found elsewhere In 
the city, and aggravated by the large 
number of small lots, tin account of 
that special condition they claim the 
city ordinance Is superceded by a state 
law which makes It a misdemeanor to 
dispose of sewage or waste so that It 
will pollute any water supply by drain¬ 
age, seepage or (low. 

Recommendation is made by the 
health officers that some higher au¬ 
thority. preferably the engineer of the 
state board of health, be calleil upon 
to Inspect the situation and make rec¬ 
ommendation. They do not wish to 
force unnecessary expense on anybody. 
Neither will they sit by and see the 
purity of the water supply endangered 
without protest. They are willing, how¬ 
ever, to accept the recommendation of 
the state board In the matter, and at 
the conference next Wednesday an ef¬ 
fort will be made to make arrange¬ 
ments for such Inspection. 

TO DISSOLVE OOMPANY 

Stockholders of the Sierra Madre 
Water Company will hold a special 
meeting next Monday evening to vote 
on the question of disincorporating the 
company. The call was Issued a fort¬ 
night ago with the urgent request that 
all stock be represented by the owner 
or by proxy. Having disposed of all 
Its property to the city the company 
now has the money on hand and ready 
for distribution to the stockholders as 
soon as that can he done after the 
stockholders decide to go out of busl-

each for N. W. Tarr and I.s>uis Dietz 
when the court adjourned last night 
the contest brought by the latter over 
the election for city trustees in April 
looked like an even bet.

The 
count will affect the figures recorded 
for Trustees Beard and Stelnberger 
somewhat but not enough to change 
the result so far as they are concerned.

He lilans to divide It into dvo 
plots of varying spze. He has so ar¬ 
ranged them that each house will have 
a commanding vb'W of Sierra .Madre 
and the valley bAow, but none of the 
five will obstruct the view of any of 
the others.

If the people liv¬ 
ing in Sierra .Madre, .Monrovia and 
Olendora coulil not have that through 
car service, they would be less desira¬ 
ble as residence places and the cities 
would suffer for want of proper trans¬ 
portation. It does not seem to me that 
you are fair in asking that this ser¬ 
vice he taken away to accommodate 
you when you have what in San FYan- 
ciseo would be considered good ser¬ 
vice." 

PASADENA EXPANDING 

I’a.sadena seems to have started on 
a program of expansion, not to be out¬ 
done by Los .Angeles, though seem¬ 
ingly actuated liy somewhat different 
motives. .At a special election last week 
a large district on the west side of the 
Arroyo Seen voted to join the Crown 
City. Part of the district is contigu¬ 
ous to l.os .Angeles and had voted 
down at least two propositions to Join 
that city. .Analysis of the situation 
St ems to iniiicale that the motive in 
Joining Pasadena was as much to pre¬ 
vent absorption b.v I-tis .Angeles as for 
any other reason. Now there is a 
movement on to extend the Pasadena 
eity limits toward ttie northeast, tak¬ 
ing in a large ilistrict on the hillshle in 
the tlirection of Katon's canyon.

Another Public Letter 


In rt? Biinltaiiuin matter; 1 am great¬ 
ly nidetited to somebody tor sending 
additional clli)|)ings from the "Sierra 
Matlre News" Many tlianks. January 
ISth, 19011, the News itublished under 
the heading "New Buildings," this 
item: "Outlook for the eoming year 
Indica “S best year in the city's his¬ 
tory for improvement. That the com¬ 
ing year will be even better than the 
past year In building operations in 
Sierra Madre seems a.ssured if one may 
judge by jirojects which have already 
taken such definite form us to seem 
certain of consummation. . . . Anoth- 
#p project which will probably bring 
a large amount of money into the city 
is concerned with El Repoto Sanitar¬ 
ium. This property was recently trans¬ 
ferred and the new owners expect to 
expend a large amount of money in 
new buildings. More detailed informa¬ 
tion will be given in the near future." 
Again, wc llnd under date of June 18th, 
1909, another news item: "Invitation 
to El Reposo. A letter was read from 
Mrs. Havlland H. l.und of El Uci)oso 
exi)resslng a desire that the citizens of 
Sierra Madre and the sanitarium iieo- 
ple get closer together in the matter t>f 
caring for tubercular Hn<l otlnT sulTer- 
ers. She invited the Hoard to visit the 
sanitarium, Insiiect the place thorough¬ 
ly and learn of the plans of the sani¬ 
tarium comi)any. After a discussion 
participated In by A. .S. .Mead, Dr. 
Mackerras and others, it wss voted 
that the directors be appointed a com¬ 
mittee to visit the sanitarium for the 
Board. It seemed to be the general 
feeling that the citizens should ac¬ 
quaint themselves with the work of 
the sanitarium enterprise and give it 
such support as it deserves. The op¬ 
portunity for mutual help in an enter¬ 
prise of this sort is one that should 
not be missed. Again, under date of 
July 2nd, 1909. we find the following 
news Item: “Visit El Reposo. Repre¬ 
sentatives of the Board of Trade, 
Board of Health and city trustees 
spent last Saturday afternoon at El 
Re|>oso Sanitarium inspecting the 
plant at the Invitation of Mrs. H, H. 
1-und, the manager. Those in the party 
Were. .Messrs, J. VV. Keys, C. W. Jones, 
R. H. .Mackerras, J. A. Osgood, A. N. 
Adams, M. H. McBrIdle. J. H. Wright, 
C. E. Morgan. N. H. Hosmer. A. S. 
Mead, C. S. Kersting. The visit proved 
very satisfactory to all concerned. I he 
various building operations which will 
be taken up later in these columns 
wars cause for gratification and the 
plans of the corporation met with ap¬ 
proval on all hands. The visitors were 
served with refreshments and spent a 
very pleasant afternoon. The matter of 
the restricted district in which sani¬ 
tariums are pndiiblted was brought up 
during the visit. The north tioundary 
line of the district as at present de- 
llned runs through the main building 
of the sanitarium proiierty, the idd 
Held residence. It is probable that the 
line will be so changed as to prevent 
Interference with the develoiunent 
plans of the comimny without materi¬ 
ally affecting the restricted district. 
The city trustees will take up the mat¬ 
ter soon." The Woman's Club passed 
the following resolution; "Resolved, 
Ihat the city of Sierra .Madre ought to 
limit as closely as possllile the district 
In which sanitariums for tubercular 
patients ari' maintained, etc." .\t that 
time the club virtually declared in 
favor of sanitariums. Lest we forget; 
Was not an attempt made to aid In 
the floating of a bond issue for the 
sanitarium'.' Had the bonds bei’ii float- 
ed. the scheme engineered and hacktsi 
pmperly. would there have been this 
o|i|)osltlon7 January ir)tb. 1909. it was 
not looked upon as an "undesirable 
business" and it was welcomed. June 
18th, 1909. the Board of Trade did not 
consider it a detriment or an "unde¬ 
sirable business. " The general feeling 
was to give It support. That here was 
an opportunity for mutual help in an 
enterprise that should not be over¬ 
looked. July 2nd, 1909, the building 
operations ami the plitns t)f the sani¬ 
tarium cor|a>ratlon were the cause for 
gratification and approval of all hands. 
At that time I remember several of the 
committee cordially shaking .Mrs. Lund 
by the hand and expressing delight 
that she had located hare. I remember 
such exi»ressions as "Best site in Sierra 
Madre for a sanitarium. Fine thing for 
thoss sick. We'll do all we can to help 
you, Mrs. L.," and us we walked down 
the hill I have a dim recollection of 
someone sayliig; "This is a good 
thing. Fine thing. I wish all the sick 
in Sierra Madre could come up hero. 
I don't believe our cllniate can be beat 
In the world for lung trouble." Why 
do we forget? The Woman's Club de- 
olarod for it. The sanitarium has been 
upheld by our civic bodies for years 
back. Why change the conditions'.' 
The Woman's Club was satisfied then, 
why not now? Why this sudden dis¬ 
covery that a sanitarium Is a detrl- 
tmmt to property, an undeslral>le busi¬ 
ness. will depreciate property. At the 
very time El RepoSo sanitarium was 
being talkeil of, January 15th, 1909, 

and new buildings going up. Miss T. 
H. (Iraham. according to the same 
news item, was having i)lans drawn 
for her magnificent buildings. If it was 
such a detriment to property Interests, 
such an undesirable business, such a 
menace, would this great change have 
taken place on Lima, Sunnyside and 
Highland streets? Everyone who built 
knew of Its existence. Many plei'es 
have changed hands and brought full 
valuations according to real estate 
men. Where the depreciation, the det¬ 
riment, the undesirability, the metiace? 
"Misrepresentations" Is the cry of the 
B. M. I. and I’. A. (Opponents of the 
sanitarium). Thoro ai-a, but on which 
eida? l>r. Shepard was not refused a 
permit In Monrovia. r>r. Shepard 
wished to erect a second sanitarium 
there, r>r. Ptittinger's being In exist¬ 


ence. He applied for a permit. The 
city trustees decided to call an election 
and i)Ul it to a vote of the people. An 
ordinance was passed. .No further 
ofllcial action can be found on their 
records, Erom authentic information 
it is learned they put It to a straw 
vote. Dr. Sheparil won by 44 votes. 
Remember, a straw vote, calling upon 
citizens promiscuously. Dr. Shepard 
was not refused, but given tbe right to 
go ahead. He endeavored to close the 
deal. The realty men could not give 
him a clear title, or there was some 
real estate (|Ulbble. After wasting sev¬ 
eral weeks he abandotnal tbe project, 
went to Needles and conducteil suc¬ 
cessfully his saidtarium there. Again 
the Sierra .Madre Improvement and 
I’rotective As.soclatlon say; "Remem¬ 
ber how many of the statements of 
the Sanitarium (Company have been 
shown to l)e deliberately inaccurate 
and made to create prejudice." What 
are they? .Mention tbem? Again they 
say: "The Sanitarium (:ompan.v Is be¬ 
ing assisted by interested parties." Ye 
gods! Would you have disinterested 
parties from Watts or t'alabasas? Cer¬ 
tainly it is being assisted by interested 
parties. Is not your side an interested 
liarty with thirteen otllcers? Beg par¬ 
don, you raised the directorate to fif¬ 
teen ofllcers. Interested? Sure, mor¬ 
ally, mentally, |>hysically anil finan¬ 
cially. Walk uii the hillside to the san¬ 
itarium site. Look down Into the val¬ 
leys and across that great siiace from 
the I’uente hilts and away off to the 
Malibu range. Turn and look at the 
mountains on the north. Stand there 
of an everdng and watch the fast fad¬ 
ing colors in the southern skies, watch 
the glories of the heavens as day 
ihanges Into night. On a clear morn¬ 
ing watih the sunrise among the hills 
on the east and the dawn awakening. 
If your mind Is clear you cannot but 
feel the thrill brought on by the mag- 
niticance, the grandeur, the gredtne.ss 
of it all. Yet, it is a small portion of 
this earth and we are mere pigmies In 
comparison. Think of the many sick 
and afflicted, struggling for the breath 
of life, the unfortunate, the destitute, 
the friendless and the lonesome and 
your lack of consideration and apiire- 
clatlon for them; lighting to deprive 
these mortals of a place nature intend¬ 
ed for them, a place where they can 
get the sunshine, the climate, the sur¬ 
roundings. the view.

What arc 
they? Trlidets or twins? You 8a> the 
climate is just as good along the foot¬ 
hills ns within the city limits. Who 
owns the climate? Do you get a claim 
on the climate when you buy the land? 
What rights have we to b-gislate be¬ 
yond the city limits? "‘Charity to all. 
Justice to all. Faith, Hoi)e ami Char¬ 
ity, ami the greatest of thi'se is Char- 
ll.v." I believe these are .some of the 
tenets of a well established order. 
Where Is the charity? Where the jus¬ 
tice? If the Suimeine Body of that or- 
iler seUs'ted this site for tubercular 
brothers, would you light it? Whero 
w’oulil the help he for tin' sick and dis. 
fresseil? The widow's son; the man 
away from family ties, from all that is 
sweet and dear to him. The whole 
Iirlncii>le of this opposition Is based on 
.selfishness, on didlars and cents, not 
on the prlnciide of whether it Is right 
or wrong. There is not one atom of 
humanitarian or idillanthroiiic motive 
that I lan llnd In the whole opposition. 
.'\n absi>lute "how It affects me" atti¬ 
tude. 1 wish to sa.v to some of the 
otllcers of the S. .M. Improvement and 
Protective Association Ihat this is not 
a personal matter In any way. 1 have 
no personal animosity against any of 
your delegation. 1 am not making a 
politii'al or iiersonal light. It is for a 
principle which 1 think and fctd la 
right. In a fight for a principle some 
apparently personal refcretu'cs have to 
be made to U|)hnld one's contention. 
You have per.sonally referred to Dr. 
Shejiard in your statements. This side 
must make some personal references 
n-ganllng the issue. I have no feeling 
of animosity even if some of iny oi'- 
•aments omit the "glad hand" which 
was so prominent before. Think this 
over.

An Ordinance of tho Board of Truateet 
of tho City of Siarra Madre Amend¬ 
ing Ordinance No. 47 of tho Ordin- 
ancea of the City of Sierra Madre by 
Amending Section I Thereof. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows:
